As per claims 41-44, Applicant argues that Feamster in view 
of Ikeda does not disclose or suggest obtaining control data 
from a source external to the computer system, (pg.3, lines 1-2) 
However, after a careful review of the claim language, no where 
in the claim does it state that the ^external source' is a 
source external to the computer system; therefore, although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitation 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed.Cir. 1993) . 
Examiner is taking the position that the claim language stating 
that "obtain control data for controlling the external system 
via an external source" does not clearly state that the external 
source is external from the computer system.
